Installing the Batteries 

1. Open the battery corTpartmentco\er 
by squeezing the rrouse's sides 
vvhere it attaches to the rmuse as

Charge the 
rechargeable batteries at least 8 hours before 
you use the mouBe for the fi rst ti rre. 

Caution: You rrust use a regulated Class II power 
source thatsupplies 5VDC anddeli\ers at least 
450 rrA. Its oerTtertip rrust be setto positive and its 
plug rrust fit the charger's DC Jack The supplied 
AC adapter rreets these specifications. Using an 
adapter that does not rreetthese specifications 
could damage the charger or the adapter.

Step Four 

Connecting the Charger 
to the Computer 

1. Plug the supplied USB receiver irto the 
USB socket on the back of the charger. 

2. Plug the charger's USB ccmector irto a 
USB port on your corrputer. 



Step Five 

Synchronizing the Mouse 

1. Plug the supplied USB reaei\er irto the 
USB portfbr the supplied charger, your 
corrputer, or keyboard. 

2. Place the rrojse within Ifbotofthe 
USB recei\er. 

3. Use a poirted otjectsuchas a pen to 
press Ccrnect on the bottom of the 
rmuse for less than 1 second. 

4. Press Synchrorization on the USB receiver. The blue LED on the USB 
reoeiver flashes, shewing thatthe rrouse and USB receiver are 
syrTchrenized. 

Note: If the mouse and USB receiver do not synchronize, remove the batteries 

from the mouse and unplug the USB receiver. Then wait about 20 seconds. Next, 

reinstall the batteries in the mouse and repeat the steps in this secticn. 

5. Mo\e the rrcxjse around. The cursor on your corrputer screen should rrcAe, 
shewing that the rmuse is ready to use. The blue LED on the USB reoei\er 

I i^Tts when you use the rrouse. 



Step Six 

Using the Charger With the USB Receiver 

The supplied charger with USB port and cable and 
USB receiN^r rrake it easy to connect the rrouse to a 
rrDtebook corrputer for tra\^ i rg or a desktop corrputer 
athome. \Ahentra\^irTg you can detach the USB recei\^r 
ffomthe charger and then attach it to your notebook com- 
puter. \Ahen at horre, you can attach the USB recei\^to 
the charger and then connect the charger's USB cable to 
the corrputer. 



Note: If you attach the supplied rrini USB receiver to your rrdebook corrputer, 
always carry the charger separately so you can charge the rrouse whene^^ 
necessary. 






Turning the Mouse On/Off 

To a\ADid irtErfering vvith other deuces, vve suggest 
that you ttm off the rrouse in prldic locations v\hen 
you are not using it 

To ttm off the rrouse, use a pointed objectto press 
Connect on the bottorri of the rrouse for about 2 
seconds cntil the red LEDffashes once. The optical 
sereortLiTTS off.

Operation Notes 

• Do not use voi_r rrouse on a desk made of 
^ass, a rrirror, iron, or black 

• UsethemDLBeonlyonaflatSLrface. 
Othervvise, the optical sensor vvill notvvork. 

• If you use the rrouse on a metal desk try using 
a rrouse pad and reduce the ci stance betvveen 
the mouse and the USB tecei\^r. 

• You rrust set a charnel and ID (see 'Setting 
theChamel'O before itwll vvorkinDOS 
(dsk operating systerr). 

• For optirral performance, place the USB 
receiver at least 8 inches (20 err) avvayffom 
other electrical devices. 

• If you useyoLT rrousevvith a rTotebook 
corrputer vvith alLiririLrnor rragTesiLrnin its 
case, it rri^Tt reduce the rrouse's range. 

• Autoscrol I carnrrot work properly on sorre 
application softvvare, such as IvicroSoftWorfs, 
FrortPage, and AdobeAcrobat 


Power Save 

To consers^ battery povver, the rrouse is designed 
to gadually reduce povver consurption vvhen you 
stop rroving it 

If you do rTotrro\e it for about 2 seconds, iterters 
its standoy rrode. Sirrplyrro\^ the rrouse to 
resLrre. lfyoudorTotrrD\^itfdrabout9rrirTutes, it 
enters its sleep rrode Press art/ button on yoi_r 
rrouse to resLrre.

The rrouse does notvvorkatall. 

• The USB recei\^r is not ft rrrly attached 
to the corrputer's USB port 

• The batteries vvere installed incorrectly.

The USB recei\^r's indcatordoes 
notli^tivvhen rroving the rrouse. 

The rrouse comection vvas notsuccessfU. 

• Reboot the ooTTputer.

Tips for Improving Operation 

Reducing Interference with Other V\/ireless Devices 

All 27 MHz rado-based devices aresuiqjectto irtErferertiefforri other 27 MHz rado-based devices such as cordess telephones, cord ess 
baby rrmitors, and cordess toys. Movingthereoei\^r and the base of other v^reless devices as fd" apart as possible helps irrpro\^ opera- 
tion. You rri^tineedtotryse^^ral locaticrstofirTdorTethatvvorl<s best Mo\^ the recei\^r and the rrouse closer to each other so the 
recei\^r's dstance to the rrouse is shorter than betiAeen the rrouse and other transrritters. You rri^Tt e^^n need to recemeetthe rrouse to 
elirrinate interference. 

Reducing Interference with Another V\/ireless Mouse 

If another vyreless rrouse is irTerferi rig vvith your rrouse, svvitchtoa newRF charnel. A newidentification code is generated vvhen you svwtch 
charnels. 

Normally, the effecti\^transrrission dstance is about3feet(lrreter), deperdrigontheerTvirornent Ifthe dstance betivveen the rrouse and 
the receiver is out of range, try to rro\^ the recei\^rdcser to the rrouse.
